Hot Springs, Arkansas, Nearly Wiped Out By 


Flames This Morning. 


ENTIRE WEST SECTION DESTROYED 


Two Hundred Business Blocks In Ruins—Many Killedr-- 


Hundreds Are Homeless—Troops 


Guard Fire Lines.

Hot Springs, Ark., Feb. 25—A fir.e 


which started this morning at two- 
thirty promised. before 
extinguished 


to destroy the greater portion of the 
city.' At seven o'clock six city blocks 
had been swept away by flames and 
at eight o'clock a district 
a mile 


and a half long and-several blocks 
wide'had been laid'-- low; -with the 
flames as yet unchecked.' At 
nine 


thirty the-flre' was'-stilt'raging, the 
fire department"-'.Veins unable to .stop 


i the advance, of'the flames. In-order 


to'keep It from extending 
to 
the 


north' end of the city several business 
block on Central avenue had . been 
. dynamited and thus far; the flre had 
been confined to the .southwest side. 


Lives Lost May. Be Large , 


Owing to the'fact . that 
the fire 


started In the Grand Central block- 
and spread rapidly to many of: the, 
smaller hotels It is feared, that the 
loss of life will be very large. 'Just 
how. many may have perished 
win 


probably never he known. The entire 
district where the llames 
are- now 


raging is. largely composed of wooden 
structures which are old' an.d -dry and 
burn like tinder. 
Among the prom- 


inent hotels' burned, are -the Plateau 
Hotel, the Southern Hotel, The Grand 
Central, The Lee, The Moody. The 
court house,' a handsome'' stone edi- 
fice is.also gone and the old: county 
jail, the Columbia Hotel' and 
the 


House of Israel. 


Small Cottages 


The entire district is honeycombed 


with small board houses of the cheap- 
er" variety,, cottages; wooden and resi- 
dences. Just .atr this time the "city 
is full of guests and these hotels and 
boarding houses are very largely pat- 
ronized. The burned district extends 
along Quapaw'-ayenue. - which ;lies 
alorig-ithe^^CT.^W'tnw-.-a-govern- 
ment" reservation and.-' devoid'.of "any 
buildings.

Government.Troops 


Government troops have 
arrived 


from the United States Army bar- 
racks at Litle Rock and are guarding 
the burned district and doing all in 
their power to aid the firemen. 
i The 


presence of these troops is necessary 
owing to the probable character of 
the visitors who would be included in 
this district. 
It is just the heighth 


of the season for the resort and many 
of the crooks arid oft scourings of the 
cities are there. 


Bert Portion Saved 


At ten o'clock, the flre is reported 


to be under control. 
Already bodies 


have been taken from burned build- 
Ings^so badly burned as to make im- 


possible their recognition.- The'flre 
did'riot reach the larger, and costly 
hotels. 
The Eastman, Park and -Ar- 


lington hotels, located on.the Govern- 
ment reservation on the north moun- 
tain .were not in;!the fire zone at -all.. 
Neither were the government bath- 
houses or the .hotels and'- 
-boarding 


houses along Central aveniie.r Whit- 
ington avenue-and'Happy Hollow are 
also untouched. -The costly A-rkansaw 
Club, the 
- Southern Club/ 
Illinois 


Club and .other• noted gambling" and 
pool" rooms, are also' 
located along 


Central avenue and are not touched. 
The costly new post office building, 
and the railways depots are also safe. 
The prisoners in the .old' county jail 
have been removed, fifty in number, 
to' the new building, and by the aid 
of the soldiers and the work of the 
volunteer firemen and. workers the 
lire was gotten under control. 


Loss Is Millions 


Old as were the majority, of th£ 


buildings their intrincic 
value was 


very large and the losses will be in 
the neighborhood'of two million .dol- 
lars and may even go beyond this 
figure. 
The Methodist church build- 


Ing,-one of the largest and oldest-in 
the-city, -was '.one of the-first large 
buildings.to go'. A portion, of the ten- 
dei'loin district, was also swept clean,

. .The-, city of Hot'Springs is located 
between a ridge of mountains, in the 
little valleys. • The main portion of 
the city, where the bath-houses, and 
large hotels are located, is owned'by 
the government, which' has a large 
hospital located on -this-land. 
The 


bath-houses are all rented from the 
government at so much a year and 
are''--directly under the supervision oi 
medical officers. 
Across the street 


from them are 'the 
pool-room's, .-"sa- 


lo'ons,-a"-few hotels,-stores, gambling-; 
room's and rooming blocks. These;afe 
all outside the fire-zone. The north- 
end .of the .town also .has .many,ho- 
tels and residences and was a mile, 
away from' the five, separated 'from 
•he fire district by the . west ~ moun- 
ialn.' The entire city of Hot Springs 
lies nestled down in the valley which 
runs at angles between.'the .govern- 
ment mountains. This is the time of 
the year the city is- crowded 
with 


•jues'ts and the society'doings are at 
.heir heighth. • 


At Noon 


At noon the fire is under- control. 


The loss of life is' estimated at twen- 
ty and the number of business houses 
destroyed at two hundred and 
the 


residents of Hot Springs who are 
homeless at five hundred. This last 
estimate does not include 'the number 
of visitors. 


Only Three Reported 


Only three deaths are now report- 


ed 
One man, whose ua-me is un- 


known, .burned to death in full view 
of hundreds of people.

was expected to be extensively chang- 
ed and revised.

•make the powers and duties of the 
proposed coihmission

and somewhat more limited. It has 
been thought desirable to write into 
the measure the provision that th« 
commodity rates now in force by the 
railroads shall remain until changed 
by the commission in 
the 
manner 


prescribed by the bill.

in the present session and there is 
a disposition abroad to expedite the 
work in the coming weeks as much 
as practicable, certainly more than 
has been the case thus far.

Washington, Feb. 25.—After fight- 


lug unsuccessfully for , seven • years 
aitalust the-annual item In the sundry 
civil bill to pay 
the Wational City 


Bank of-New York $130,600 for rent- 
al of the old custom-house in Wall 
street, New 
York, 
the 
Democrats 


scored Friday afternoon in the house 
and by a vote of £>3 to 17 in committee 
of, the -whole struck out the item. 


No financial transaction of the gov- 


eminent in recent years has been i 
quite so constantly criticised as this, 
and it -was'once more.t'ully ventilated 
during a sensational debate. 
When 


the government decided to build a 
new custom-house 
it 
sold the old 


ijuilding to the National City bank for 
$3;200,000, and agreed to remain a 
tenant until the new custom-house 
was completed, and pay as rental 4 
per. cent on the purchase price. 


Escapes Paying Taxes. 


.The property was never officially 


transferred, and the purchase price 
•was turned over to the National City 
bank as a/"national deposit." The 
National City bank pays no taxes on 
the property, because it still remains 
on the .booHs .as the property of the 
United States, 


•When the Here was reached Con- 


gressman Sulzer of New York offered 
an amendment striking out the entire 
appropriation, declaring that the deal 
•was "one of fraud and an .outrage^ 
that could not be defended." He said* 
that while the entire West .was up in 
anus at the oppression of the Stand- 
ard Oil company the government In 
this contract was practically making 
a present of $130,600 a, year to "the 
system." 
'-'The National City bank," 


he said, "is the Standard Oil com- 
pany.'.' 


Rent Exceeds Sale Price, 


"The government made'this deal," 


said Mr. Sulzer, "years in advance of 
the time when it could move to the 
new building. At the rate the "work 
is progressing on the new structure 
it .will be ten years before it will be 
completed! . By that time the Na- 
tional City bank will have received 
more money 
from the government 


than the bank agreed to pay for the 
property."

luap of the appropriation committee,' 
replied that lie did not know any- 
thing about the,.merits of the contract.. 
"I am not here'/to de'fe'ncVit;"'he said, 
"but .the fact remains that the gov- 
ernment has a contract with the- Na- 
tional City bank, .and we must appro- 
priate 'money to fulfill it, or the L-inU 
woujd undoubtedly''he jible to'cet'a

"That is tr;:c.-,". retorted. Mr. Sulzer 


hotly, "but as soon as we got an 
honest man in the White House Sec- 
retary Gage had to gtt out of the 
cabinet." 


Williams Scores Deal. 


Representative 
John- Sharp Will- 


iams expressed entire approval of Mr. 
Sulzer's remarks. 
"I don't know of 


any transaction that has ever taken 
place between the government and a 
corporation,'.', he said, "that stands 
stamped upon its very face with so 
much fraud and dishonor as this one. 


"The United Stui'es'has p.evc:- made 


any 'title to the National City bank 
1'or this property, and as a conse- 
quence the state, city and borough are 
all being defrauded of their rightful 
taxes, and ' I • understand' that 
the 


bank is not even paying the water 
rates'. The purchase money was not 
paid to the government hut was paid 
by the bank to itself, .and lies there 
drawing no .interest." 


RUSSIANS RETREAT. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 25.—A dispatch 


from Sachetnti says: 
"The Japanese 


in superior numbers forced the Rus- 
sian'detachment at- Tslskhetchin to 
abandon their base at Berefeneff. hill. 
The .battle ..-has been dcs;.u::ate on 
both sides. 
The result is not yet 


known." 


Official dispatches, dispose of the ru- 


mor ' of Gen. Kouropatktn'S retire- 
ment from the Shakhe .river, but, talc- 
in connection with press dispatches 
from Tsinkhetchtn, shows that op- 
erations of an Important nature are 
in progress in the mountain region 
to the eastward. The movement was 
precipitated by the Russians, who 
last week sent out two divisions and 
occupied well-advanced positions. The 
Japanese attacked these positions In 
force. 
The Russians retired > slowly, 


fighting, and Thursday evening were 
driven within their fortified lines. 


Hope to Outflank K^uropatkin. 


Shenking, K.anchuria, Feb. 25.—It is 


reported that the Japanese are clos- 
ing in on the Russian ,east flank. As 
a result of this movement it is possi- 
ble that there will be either a general

pass-' as the result' of 'Japawse raids, 
aided, it is alleged, by:Chinese ban- 
dits.
